The  radio  announcers  were  excited ;  the  newspaper  presented  enormous  black 
headlines.  What  was  it  all  about?  The  height  of  the  "Hoosier  Hysteria"  was 
nearmg  as  the  sectionals  were  drawing  to  a  close. 

The  students  of  Concordia  Lutheran  High  School  have  reason  to  be  the  proudest 
basketball  fans  in  Indiana.  The  Cadets  were  outstanding  in  so  many  respects  that 
it  is  impossible  to  accredit  them  to  the  fullest  extent. 

In  the  first  game  of  the  Sectionals  they  met  the  New  Haven  Bulldogs.  Then, 
after  an  easy  win  over  the  Coesse  Indians,  they  pulled  one  of  the  biggest  upsets  in 
the  state  of  Indiana  by  defeating  the  Central  Tigers  in  the  semi-finals.  In  the  finals 
they  lost  an  overtime  thriller  to  North  Side. 

The  team,  with  a  new  coach  in  By  Hey,  was  known  by  basketball  critics  for  its 
teamwork.  It  had  an  all  season  shooting  percentage  of  .356.  The  team  scored  an 
average  of  59.6  points,  while  an  average  of  only  54.0  points  was  scored  against  the 
eagers.  Three  of  the  Cadets,  Ken  Eyteheson,  Bon  Dellinger,  and  Bev  Etzler  were 
among  the  top  ten  scorers  of  Fort  Wayne.  Two  of  these,  Ken  and  Don  were  on  the 
All-City  team.  "Bube"  Beincke  and  Tom  Brown  also  received  votes  and  did  much 
to  add  to  their  reputation  for  teamwork.  Our  all-season  win  and  loss  record  was  15 
wins  and  9  defeats.  We  are  truly  proud  of  this,  one  of  our  best  basketball  records 
in  the  history  of  the  school.
